BELDEN TESTIFIES. 


H. F, Belden, an insurance agent—

The government 
Is breathing freer 


with, a fighting chance that Premier 
"Wltte will yet be able to steer his way 
through the rooks which beset 
his 


path. 


..Threat of a general strike In the Im- 
mediate future has disappeared 
and 
the telegraph strike, not being support- 
ed, Is going to pieces In spite of the 
wild appeals of the union to stand firm. 


At Moscow the tie-up remains com- 


plete, but at many other places com- 
munication has been re-opened, 
al- 


though in a precarious fashion, as the 
employes of both the telegraph and 
postal services • who were discharged 
by wholesale for refusing to work, are 
outtlng the wires wherever It Is possi- 
ble to do so. 


REALIZE WEAKNESS. 


The real leaders of the workmen and 


other proletariat organizations, realiz- 
ing fully their weakness and lack .of 
preparation for a decisive 
struggle, 
have carried the day over the hot- 
headed ' strikers and have easily con- 
vinced the majority that it would be 
•an irretrievable blunder to prostitute 
what they regard as the supreme in- 
strument for forging a free nation by 
using it for a minor Issue like redress- 
Ing the grievances of private Individ- 
uals. 
'In registering this 
decision 
they 


placed themselves on record "to con- 
tinue the organization and equipment 
of the fighting legions which the old 
president, Krutaleff, began," thus vir- 
tually furnishing the government with 
evidence confirming its charges that 
articles 102 and 126 of the criminal 
code, prohibiting participation in as- 
sociations, the object of which Is arm- 
ed revolt and 
the 
punishment 
for 


which Is death, have been violated by 
the .strikers' head organization. 
It Is likely, however, that the gov- 


ernment, in order to discount efforts 
to heroize M. Krustaleff, will simply 
charge him with the misappropriation 
of the funds of the workmen in using 
them In founding a Socialist 
paper 


which the government claims can be 
substantiated, 


DEMAND TO WITTE. 


The workmen's 
council 
yesterday 
sent a demand to Count Wltte for the 
release of M. KrustalefC. 
Later 
the 


workmen's delegates called on Procur- 
ator Kamlshansky and demanded his 
release, but 
the 
procurator refused 


bluntly, saying that .the case must be 
tried in court. To this the spokesman 
of the delegation replied: 
"Then 
we ' will 
declare a general 


strike." 


"I will not release him if the whole 


world strikes," answered the procura- 
tor.M. Krustaleff Is understood to be Im- 
prisoned in the 
St. Peter and Paul 
fortress, in order, It is said, to prevent 
any possible attempt at rescue, which 
would only lead to bloodshed. 


FOR VINDICATION. 


The disappearance ot the danger of 


a general strike seams'to-insure the 
government a certain period In which 
to vindicate Itself, 
and demonstrate-) 


that It'Is'striving to establish the new 
order 
of 
things. 
Its 
friends 
hope it will be able'to show this by 
deeds that will cut away public sym- 
pathy from the proletariat and place 
the workmen's organization, when the 
time comes for a strike, In the atti- 
tude of deliberately provoking a strug- 
gle to overthrow the government and 
establish, a democratic republic. . 


The members of Count Wltte's cah- 
'inet deny that the government, has en- 
tered on the 'path of reaction, but they 
say that the present state of anarchy 
cannot go on. People amenable to the 
laws will be arrested and tried by the 
courts. 


"If the government really enters on 


the path of reaction," aaid one of .the 
Ministers today, "it must end In a dic- 
tatorship; and you may be sure that 
at the. flrst evidence of this Wltte will 
•step down and out." 


WITTE'S STAND. 


Count "Wltte takes the ground that 
the Ministry, is only a etop gap 
to 


transfer the power Into the hands of 
the national assembly, and therefore 
he will not undertake 
to 
bind the 
country by temporary laws to a policy 
which the representatives of the nation 
should decide for themselves. This Is 
the theory on which complete univer- 
sal- suffrage will be refused. 


The situation In the Baltic provinces 


Is now the most grave of the empire's 
conditions. It approaches civil 
war, 
and the government has been forced to 
appoint 
a 
governor 
general1 . with: 


sweeping administrative powers, to try 
to restore order. 
All tr.o troops in 


these provinces have been placed under 
his command. ' The Importation 
of 
arms, which have been entering the 
country in large quantities, and the 
sale of weapons, have -oeen prohibited; 
and the authorities are even empower- 
ed to arrest for three months, under an 
order, persons having arms In their 
possession. At the same time the gov- 
ernment recognizes that crushing the 
growing rebellion by force will not suf- 
fice, and that some aort of local self- 
government will alone quiet the popu- 
lation. 
Therefore It has ordered the 


convocation of representatives of vari- 
ous classes of provinces, Including the 
peasants, to work, out a scheme for' the 
creation of a zemstvo to control local 
affairs. 
M. Petrunkevitch, president of 
the 


Agricultural Society of Moscow, and 
the leading delegate of the 
Moscow 


zemstvo In St. Petersburg, and his col- 
leagues are returning to Moscow with- 
out 
Count 
Witte's reply 
to the 


zemstvos demands, although it is prac- 
tically ready, the correspondent of the 
Associated Press having seen the doc- 
ument. 


At the meeting of the workmen's coun- 
cil last night the members of the Finnish 
(."National Guard,," really a socialistic or- 
I sanization, tendered their support, and 
a sailor claiming "to represent, the ma- 
jority of hts .comrades, declared, the 
sailors solidarity with the proletariat, 
promising: that when the signal Is given 
the sailors will be found ready.

KILLED BY AUTO 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 13.— John Rush 


Balrd, 
capitalist 
and- 
clubman, 
was 


killed last night In an automobile acci- 
dent on. Corbett read near Ashbury ave- 
nue. 
The accident occurred about, 11:30 


o'clock and Baird remained pinned down 
Deneath the overturned machine for more. 
than an hour before help came. When 
.t arlved it was too late and the unfor- 
tunate man had breathed his last. 


Balrd was riding with a young woman 


named Ruby Brown. 
She is known at 


the Hotel Princeton as Ruby Niel, ar.d 
,s the adopted daughter of John Niel of 
Sonora. Baird had trouble with his ma- 
chine after he had left Twin Peaks back 
of the reservoir. The steering gear was 
defective and the motor broke down. 
The woman got out of the machine and 
endeavored to push while Baird tried to 
steer the- vehicle through- the 
narrow 


gateway. 


To the left is a , steep embankment. 


Balrd turned the steering -wheel too far 
and1 the auto plunged over the side of the 


. 
It turned 
over completely 
and 


Balrd's body was pinioned, beneath the; 
iieavy body of the tonneau. 
Baird did not lose, consciousness Im- 
mediately; after the auto' turned over. 
When Miss Brown reached his side-'he. 
was able to talk to her and directed her 
•jo put out the lights so that there would: 
De no danger of an explosion. She did 
as he requested her. When the injured 
man found himself getting weak he. di- 
rected Miss Brown to go -for assistance. 
She hurried over to the Eighteenth-street 
,ine of street cars and told the occupants 
of the1 first car that came aJong 'of -the 
rouble. Four men accompanied her back 
to the scene of the accident and lifted 
the machine from the unfortunate man. 
In the meantime the police and the 
Park Hospital had been notified, of the. 
accident and the ambulance and officers 
hurried to the scene. When they ar- 
rived Baird - had breathed his last. 
In 
the fall he had' sustained1 a compound 
fracture of the right leg, several ribs had 
been broken and he was badly bruised.'

^Business Office and Publishing House, 413-417 Eighth St, Oakland, 
Growth of Suez Canal Traffic 


When the Suez canal was opened it was freely prophesied that 


it would never pay interest on the cost of construction, and the ex- 
perience of the first few years of its operation went far to jvuftify the 
prediction. But of late years the traffic through the canal has ful- 
filled the expectations of its most sanguine advocates. It is now a 
splendid paying proposition. In 1871 only 765 vessels, with a total 
tonnage of 361,467 tons, passed through the canal. The gross re- 
ceipts amounted to the comparatively small sum of 8,993,732 francs. 
' After paying the cost of operation and maintenance practically noth- 
ing remained. 


In 1901 there passed through the canal 3699 vessels, with a 


tonnage capacity of 10,823,840 tons. The receipts had increased to 
.100,386,397 francs, though the tolls had been twice reduced. The 
number of ships had increased five hundred per cent and the gross 


xtorinage three thousand per cent. The last three years have been 
' the most prosperous in the history of the canal. On January 1, 1906, 


another reduction in tolls will go into effect. 
Experience has dem- 


• onstrated that each decrease in tolls results in an increase of traffic. 


The Suez canal has been repeatedly widened and deepened 


since it was built, and other enlargements are now under contem- 
plation. Many of the ships now passing through it could not have 
been floated m the canal when it was first dug. The largest ship 
that ever passed through was the North German Lloyd steamer 
Grosser Kurfuest, with a tonnage of 13,200 tons, but the canal will 
accommodate still larger ships. 


By analogy the Panama canal will not begin to pay on the in- 


vestment for fifteen or twenty years, but will m time become a far 
greater highway than the Suez route. It 
occupies a superior 


strategic position with respect to the world's commerce than does 
Suez. It will be the highway for an enormous domestic commerce 
as well as a thoroughfare for international trade. 


The logical result of autocracy is anarchy. That is what is now 


being witnessed in Russia. After allowing one anarchist to do as 
he pleased for a century, being a law unto himself, the people— 
each man for himself—have changed the program and everybody 
has become an anarchist on his own book. A frightful spectacle is 
the consequence The dissolution of an effete and obselete political 
system has thrown the empire into a chaos of bloodshed and revolu- 
tion. The upheaval Is social and industrial as well as political, and 
the ultimate end is something no man can foresee. The

stands aghast now as it stood indifferent in times past. The mills 
of the gods grind slowly, but they grind exceeding fine. 


. The Emperor of Korea has appealed to the President, through 


his special agent at Washington, to stop Japan from 
subverting 


Korean sovereignty. Of course the President will take no more 
notice of it than he did of the communication from the "Secretary 
of State of the Isle of Pines republic." Panama and San Domingo 
furnish the Administration with all the ping-pong diplomacy it cares 
to handle at present. 


San Diego's Water Supply 


How scarce and valuable water is becoming in California is 


aptly illustrated by a contract which the city of San Diego has just 
entered into with the Southern California Mountain Water Com- 
pany. San Diego already owns a water plant and a distributing 
system, but the supply is wholly inadequate to present needs. The 
city has contracted with the Southern California Mountain Water 
Company for a daily maximum supply of 7,770,000 gallons at 4 
cents per 1000 gallons delivered to the municipal mains. The cost 
of 7,770,000 gallons at 4 cents per 1000 gallons is $113,442 a year- 
equivalent to nearly 6 per cent interest on an investment of $2,000,- 
000. In addition to paying this sum for water rentals the city will 
have to maintain and operate at its own cost the distributing sys- 
tem, including interest on the money invested in the plant. What 
this annual expense will be we have no present means of ascertain- 
ing, but when it is added to the purchase price of the water is certain 
to bring the total cost of supplying the city up to a large sum. It 
must be borne in mind that San Diego has less than 30,000 inhabi- 
tants, and has no large manufacturing industries calling for an ex- 
tensive use of water. However, the condition of San Diego !s of 
interest, because it presents the spectacle of a city having municipal 
ownership of water works buying its water from a private corpora- 
tion and becoming yjar after year more dependent upon that cor- 
poration for its supply.

I do not believe It is as bad 
hcwever as It has been. painted and I 
ir.ove that a committee of three be ap- 
rolnted .to make an Investigation and 
publish a report on this subject." 


CHARACTER BLACKENED. 


Director Arper seconded the motion 
and then said: . 
"We have read with pride the eulogies 
that have been from time to time de- 
livered in one city on its advantages and 
its homes. We love our city but I do not 
believe that we should sit quietly by 
while the character of the city we have 
worked to build up Is blackened before 
the country.

East. 


Since the war, Mr. Grlscom said, the 


Japanese people have settled down to 
their regular occupations.

pansion at present All their efforts are 
turned in that direction.

of the city of .Oakland through the county 
of Alameda to the tunnel road, in the 
city of Berkeley. It thence will extend 
in the Incorporated limits. In the city 
of .Berkeley, to the State University nea 
the Greek Theater. 


"The road will be ol easy grade,' the 


expense of construction- will be compar- 
atively small and it will furnish a con- 
nection for the Contra 'Costa tunnel road

In the limitations on the amount of loans, 
a provision that is constantly violated! 
by all national banks. 
The third aug- 
gestlon covers the privilege of loaning a 
limited amounC on not to exceed 40 to 5C 
per cent of a fair cash value of real 
estate. 
"I recommend also a change, in the 
manner of selecting bank examiners and 
the payment to eaoh examiner of a fixed 
salary, with such assistants as may be 
required to properly perform his duties 
"The bankers of America have come to 
a point where they have to deal with In- 
ternational finance, as we are fast be- 
coming the dominant financial power bi 
the world and have not only- to-deal with 
financial conditions at home, but abroad 
This has brought about a new develop- 
ment in banking that must have legisla- 
tion to protect It." 
President Hamilton spoke . .a strong 
word in favor of the ship subsidy, de- 
claring the fact that this nation is con- 
tinually producing more In manufactured 
goods and in- grains than can be con- 
sumed at home and suggested the neces- 
sity of "safeguarding our interests by-en- 
couraging the building of American ves- 
sels that will deliver our products to any 
part of the world. '
